Here was a grievous offence 
in Simon Magns, and St. Peter gave him a harſh, and ſharp rebuke, but 
yet here were no-thoughts of putting him to death - fo far fronr that 
that he only gives him this eng advice peefeunly tofall to prayer, and 
to-repentance, and if any thing would provoke God to pardon and to 
fave him, thoſe were the moſt probable and likely means todo it.

FURTHERMORE, it is againſt the very order of Prieſthood, for 
though it doth juſtifie the Judgments to death of the Laity, whereby 
offenders are condemned to die, yet are they themſelves interdidted to 
put in execution the ſame Judgments.

Death. Whereby it plainly appears, thatour Priefts being much more 
perfe&, may not lawfully give Judgment of death againlt any offen- 
ders; but yct notwithſtanding, do not our Romiſh Prieſts claime unto 
themſelves the Power Judicial upon offenders? although it be againſt 
their own very Canons for Prieſts to meddle in the cauſe of bloud. 

But not to tire out vour Patience with a needleſs and unprofitable te-
